BEIRUT. — The deputy ruler of 
the Persian Gulf state of Sharjah 
was wounded in an assassination at- 
tempt Wednesday night, just before 
his country joined five other Gulf 
nations to form the Federation of 
Arab Emirates. 

‘Sheikh Sakr, about 35, Sharjah’a 
police commander, was rushed to 
hospital in Dubai for treatment. A 
police spokesman said a bullet went 
through his lung and out his back. 
He was reported in serious but not 
dangerous condition. 

He was alone at the time of the 
assassination attempt, but managed 
to crawl from the spot where he 
fell to his house where he telephon- 
ed police. 

Sakr is the brother of the ruler 
of- ‘Sharjah, Sheikh Khalid, who 
‘escaped an assassination attempt 
last ‘summer. Khalid came under 
widespread criticism in the Arab 
world for agreeing Monday to per- 
mit Iranian forces to occupy the 
Persian Gulf island of Abu Musa 
which Sharjah claims it owns. 

The victim of the assassination at- 
tempt has the same name as the 
ruler of tHe neighbouring emirate 
of Ras al-Khaimah but the two 
men are not related. Ras al-Khai- 
mah claims it owns two islands 
near Abu Muse, Greater and Lesser 


Tumbs, which Iranian forces occu- 
pied on Tuesday. ε 
Sharjah and five other tiny Arab 
emirates strung along the palm- 
fringed Gulf coast welded ‘them- 
selves into a single oil-rich state 
yesterday and immediately signed a 
friendship pact with Britain — thelr 
Protector for the past 150 years. 
The Stix Trucial sheikhdoms for- 
mally announced their union as an 
independent and sovereign Arab 
state to be named the Union of 
Arab Emirates. The seventh Trucial 
state, Ras al/Khaimah, did not join 
the union. Kuwait Redfo said the 
union would apply for membership 
in the Arab League and the U.N. 
Addressing its united voice to 
the world for the first time the 
union condemned Iran for seizing 
the disputed islands δὲ the mouth 
of the Gulf through which half the 
worl’s oll flows to the west. The 
Tranlan move started protest riots 
in several of the new state. 
The wealthy new union, about 
40,000 square kms. in area with a 
total population of about 250,000, 
comprises Dubai, Aby Dhabi, Fa- 
jairah, ‘Sharjah, Umm al-Quaiwain 
and Ajman.

According to the 
Americans, Mrs, Meir did not offer 
any coumter-suggestion to the ne- 
gotlating alternative previously out- 
lined by the US. Describing the 
general atmosphere throughout the 
talks with Mr. Rogers as “quite cor- 
@ial and amilabie,” despite diffe- 
renceg in points of view, American 
officials said that it would be dif- 
ficult to conclude that there had 
been a narrowing or resolution of 
any of the outstanding differences 
between Washington and Jerusalem. 
Nevertheless, the good atmosphere 
was. noteworthy, they said.

LONDON. —- By an unintentional 
twist of diplomatic irony, Mr. Abba 
Eban's first official visit to London 
coincided with Britain's withdrawal 
from the Persian Guif. 


The point was not lost on the 
Foreign Minister, who left for New 
York yesterday satisfied that Brit- 
ain is now a Buropean power 50 
Jonger claiming a special role in 
the Middle East. 

The public climax of Mr. Eban’s 
three dayS of talks with British 
Ministers was a speech made by 
Sir Alee Douglas-Home at a dinner 
of the Anglo-Israel Association on 
Tuesday night. Peace, the British 
Foreign Secretary said, could not 
be imposed. “It is for the parties 
to agree on the terms. Their friends 
can only help by offering honest 
advice.” 

Sir Alec’s statement was warmly 
received in the Israel camp. It is 
regarded as an advance on his Har- 
rogate and Cairo speeches. 

The question remains, however, 
just how Israel and the Arab states 
are to be brought together. 


MUTUAL SKEPTICISM 


Both sides in this week's talks 
seem to have been equally sceptical 
about Dr. Gunnar Jarring’s chances 
of achieving any more in 1972 than 
he did in 1871. The feeling is that 
a pertial agreement centring on 
the reopening of the Suez Canal is 
more hopeful, 

Mr. Eban expects that if Presi- 
dent Nixon floats something of this 
kind during his meetings with 
Prime ‘Minister Edward Heath in 
Bermuda iater this month, he will 
find Britain sympathetic.

PHNOM PENH. — The Cambodian 
Government’s biggest military cam- 
palgn of the year crumbled to de- 
feat yesterday, with frontline troops 
involved in a mass retreat along 
the highway from the north-east. 

A long stream of dusty soldiers, 
their wives and children, some 
crowded on roofs of requisitioned 
buses, others limping along with 
their feet bleeding, straggled down 
the full length of the road to Phnom 
Penh. 

The Cambodians are fleeing from 
a four-day Communist onslaught

According to informed sources the 
Prime Minister, Marshal Lon Nol, 
has ordered a complete withdrawal 
from ἃ 40-kilometre ribbon of vul- 
nerable territory won since August.

“We could not shoot at 
our own people,” the officer told a 
Cambodian reporter. 


Eleven Vietnamese civilians were 
killed and 87 were wounded Wed- 
nesday night by a terrorist’s gre- 
nade tossed Into a crowd watching 
an outdoor movie in a hamiet 56 
kms. north-west of ‘Saigon, military 
spokesmen in Saigon reported yes- 
terday. They said it was the work 
of Vietcong terrorists.

This marks the eighth 
straight week of fewer than 10 com- 
bat deaths per week.

U.N. deplores Israel 
‘destruction of homes’ 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). — 
The General Assembly's Special Po- 
tical Committee adopted resolu- 
tions on Wednesday night deploring 
what it described as Israel's dea- 
truction of Palestine refugee shel- 
ters and Its refusal to allow dis- 
Placed persons to return to ‘their 
homes. 

(The reference was presumably to 
the transfer of some Gaza refugee 
camp residents to alternative housing 
earlier this year. Their huts were 
cleared to make room for road- 
ways to hinder terrorist activity.) 

One of the drafts, calling on Is- 
rael to take immediate, effective 
steps for the return of the refugees. 
was approved by a large majority, 
with only Israel and Malawi voting 
no, 75 countries in favour and 25 
abstentions. . 

Another proposal, calling on Is- 
rael not to destroy any more refu- 
gee shelters or remove displaced 
persons from their camps, was pas- 
sed with only four negative votes 
— from Israel, Haiti, Ecuador and 
the Dominican Republic — and 32 
abstentions. The third of the reso- 
lutions adopted expressed ‘grave 
concern” that “the Palestine people 
had been denied their inalienable 
rights and prohibited from exer- 
ne their right to self-determina- 


The text said that observance of j 


these rights was necessary for a 
just and lasting peace in the ME. 

However, 22 countries including 
the U.S. Denmark, New Zeeland 
and many Latin American nations 
voted against the draft and 36 coun- 
tries abstained. : 

Israel's representative said during 
the debate that the Arabs could 
help Palestine refugees if they 
stopped “rattling sabres while 
trying to play on ‘humanitarian 
feelings.”

Another gas explosion at the 
same mine on the eame date in 
1942 killed 49 miners. 

The privately operated enter- 
prise is called the Seven Star 
Mine. Tt empioys about 300 work- 
ers, 190 of whom were working in 
the 1800-metre shaft when Wed- 
nesday's explosion took place. 

The mine is 38 years cold and is 
one of the largest in Taiwan, with 
a monthiy output of 4,000 tons.

GENEVA. (Ofns). -— 
QECRETARY General U’ Thant 
ΜΆ told the current United Nations 
General Assembly session in New 
York recently that the world 
body “is in a state of near and 
hopeless insolvency.” He based his 
statement on the fact that, at mid- 
* 1971, UN. debts totalled $69,600,000, 
while unpaid contributions to the 
UN. regular budget are expected to 
exceed $65 million by the end of 
the year. . 
. Some $33,500,000 of unpaid con- 
tributions are regarded aa “uncol- 
lectable,” including the debt left be- 
hind by the Nationalist Chinese Go- 
vernment of Taiwan when it was 
forced to give up its seats on the 
Security Council and in the General 
Assembly to a delegation from Com- 
munist China. 

But this is not the whole story. 
The total unpaid assessments for 
all purposes owed by member States 
amounts to $176,700,000 (and the 
principal reason for this is that the 
Soviet Union, the Eastern European 
countries and France have refused 
to pay past assessments levied for 
the Middle Hast peacekeeping force 
({UNOC), maintaining that these ac- 
tions were illegal. As a consequence, 
as far as the U.N. Emergency Force 
in the Middle Hast is concerned, the 
U.S.S.R. and the Eastern European 
countries owe nearly §$40m., and 
France nearly $1m., while for 
the Congo operation their arrears 
are, respectively, $35m. and 
$17m.. Under these circumstances, 
in order to finance day-to-day ex- 
penditure on peacekeeping opera- 
tions, the United Nations resorted 
in the early 1960s to ‘borrowing mo- 
ney in the form of bond issues, the 
repayment of which is supposed to 
be financed from the regular budget. 
However, rejectionin principle of 
U.N. peacekeeping measures by the 
countries named, which refused to 
pay thelr regularilevies, also ex- 
tends to the financing and redemp- 
tion of the U.N. bond issues. 


South Africa 


South Africa has also withheld 
payments for U.N. activities of 
which it disapproves. All this gives 
rise to a situation where, of the 


assessments, $148m. have been de- 
Uberately withheld on political 
grounds, leaving a total of 
$33,700,000 1π what are considered 
to be “collectable” arrears owed by 
slow-paying members. 

The United States is still the lar- 
gest single contributor to the U.N. 
regular budget, although its share 
has decreased from almost 40 per

As distinct from the regular bud- 
get, a number of U.N. activities are 
financed by voluntary contributions 
from governments and here also the 
share paid by the U.S.has been 
preponderant, at least up to the pre- 
sent. At present, the U.S. is contri- 
buting $86m., or 36 per cent, to 
the U.N. Development Programme 
(UNPD); $1m., or 21 per cent, to 
the U.N. High Commissioner for Re- 
fugees (UNHOR); $7.5m., or 50 per 
cent, to the U.N. Fund for Popula- 
tion Activities (UNFPA); $13m., or 
40 per cent, to the U.N. Children’s 
Fund (UNICEF); and $23m., or 
59 per cent, to the U.N. Relief and 
Works Agency for the Middle East 
(UNRWA). Many of these voluntary 
contributions have strings attached 
— not political but economic — such 
as provisos on where supplies can 
be purchased and in what ships they 
are to be carried. In the case of the 
U.S.S.R., and some of the Hastern 
European countries, contributions to 
technical assistance programmes are 
often paid {n roubles with consequent 
restrictions on the choice of origin 
of supplies.

JMPROBABLE though it seems, 
some ecologists believe the flush 
toilet will play an important role 
in deciding the fate of our modern 
technological civilization.

I made during a speech before a 
group of foremen at Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity was brought to my atten- 
tion only today. I would like to 
react to it — since similar reser- 
vations were voiced in other papers 
as well as during the Knesact's 
recent dabtetof the so-called “‘anti- 
strike law.” 


An old Rabbinical saying holds 
that thought should always precede 
action. I contended that this prin- 
elple was not damoustrably applied 
during the pre-legislative process 
concerning the proposed changes 
in the Law of Conciliation of La- 
bour Disputes, To the best of my 
knowledge, the reasons behind the 
recent wave of “partial strikes” 
have not been investigated in any 
systematic way. 


To illustrate the rather haphazard 
method by which a new labour law 
is invoked, almost without due con- 
sideration of the nature of the per- 
sistent labour problems In the pab-- 
lie service sector, I compared man- 
days lost due to work-related acci- 
dents, illness, unjustified absentec- 
isms and strikes during 1969. Your 
readers might be interested in know- 
ing that work-related accidents 
caused the loss of 3,000,000 work- 
days during this year, while strikes 
accounted for only about 100,000 
man-days lost, Both kinds of losses 
involve considerable “indirect” eco- 
nomic losses.

LIN PIAO’S 
FALL FROM GRACE 


TORYC (AP). — China's leading 
political, milltary and theoretical 
newspapers broke a long sileace ΟΝ 
Wednesday with a joint editorial 
which appeared to confirm that 
im Piac, Mao ‘Tse-tung’s heir-de- 
nas fallen from political

joint editorial of the “Peking 
Peoples Daily,” the “Liberation 
army Daily," and “Red Flag” on 
party leadership did not mention 
Liz, Deputy Chairman of the Party 
and Defence Minister. 

References to Mao himself were 
subdued, suggesting that either at 
his own request or the request of 
the ruling Central Committee of the 
party, the T7-year-cld leader has 


beer downgraded from  demi-god 
status to that of first among 
equals. 


Nixon visit 

Lin's name has not appeared in 
the Chinese press since September 
8, when he, Mao and Premier Chou 
En-lai sent a joint message con- 
gratulating North Korea on its Na- 
tional Day. 

The last time Lin's name was 
used in a major official way was 
in an August 1 joint editorial of 
the three papers commemorating the 
44th anniversary of Chinese Army 


A series of unusual events, in- 
ciuding the cancellation of the tra- 
ditional parade and failure to print 
either a joint editorial or photos 


of the two leaders on the October party 


1 anniversary, indicated that a 
power struggle was under way. 
Since then there have been wide- 


spread — but unconfirmed — reports 
that the 64-year-old Lin was in 
trouble because he had been the 
moving force behind the near-deifi- 
cation. Of Mao in recent years. 

The text of the joint editorial 
was distributed by Hsinhua (iNew 
China} ‘News Agency and monitor- 
ed in Tokyo. It described the do- 
mestic and international situation as 
“yery fine,” and disclosed that the 
party has for the past 12 months 
been engaged in a movement “cri- 
tleizing (Soviet) revisionism and 
rectifying the style of work.” 

The editorial stressed that the 
Communist Party led all factors in 
Chinese life — industry, agriculture, 
commerce, culture and education, 
the army and the government. This 
was en apparent reference to the 
army’s efforts to dominate Chinese 
affairs, 

The editorial appeared within 24 
hours of the joint announcement in 
Peking and Washington that Prest- 
dent Nixon will make his official 
visit to China on February 21. 
There was do reference to the visit, 
however, and none of the usual at- 
tacks on American “Imperialism.” 

Mao was referred to as “the 
great leader,” a marked toning- 
down of the flowery language 
usually used to describe him. 

The editorial said that the re- 
education movement within the 
party had extended to “senior” 
cadres and added that “it is neces- 
Sary, especially for members of 
committees at all levels, to 
strengthen party concepts and place 
themselves within the party and 
not outside it, still less above it.” 


Moslem nationalism 
spreads in Soviet 


PARIS (Reuter). — Moslem πϑ- 
tionalism is spreading in five Soviet 
republics im Central Asia and could 
threaten the links between the Slav 
and Moslem communities, according 
to a study in France's national de- 
fence monthly review. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Jean Prautois, 
writing in the current issue of “Re- 
vue de Defense Nationale," said that 
the Moslem intelligentsia was 
claiming political leadership in the 
Uzbeck, Turkistan, Tadzhik, Ka- 
zakhstan and Kirghiz republics of 
Central Asia. 


The Transcaucasian republic of 
Azerbaijan is not covered in the 
study, which was largely based on 
Soviet documents. 


Col. Prautois said the young edu- 
cated Moslems, who outnumber 
their Russian comrades and outdis- 
¢ance ‘them in the ‘technological 
field, are seeixing new responsibili- 
fies in the tewas and countryside.

“Moslem nationalism can thus be- 
come a major element in the poli- 
tical situation of the Central Asian 
republics, and in the next 10 to 
20 years may jeopardize the links

The Soviet regime has eliminated 
the traditional bourgeois elites but 
has developed new Moslem elites 
who are likely to provoke political 
and social unrest in the coming 
years. 

The Moslems are now in open 
competition with their Slav com- 
rades, who hold all key posts and 
are better paid, the Colonel said. 

“Young Moslem leaders are pres- 
sing for a greater ghare in the po- 
litical and economic life of the 
Central Asian republics,” he added.

_ Burg surveys 
shore problems 


of Kinneret 


‘TIBERIAS. — Interior Minister Yo- 
sef Burg yesterday toured the shores 
of Lake Kinneret to acquaint him- 
self with pollution problems. He 
came especially to study the mean- 
ing of this week's decision by the 
regional Building Commission to 
freeze all construction activities In 
& 150-metre-wide strip along the 
shore. 

Mr. Burg told The Jerusalem 
Post that it was imperative to 
start immediately to counteract the 
Gamage caused by the flow into the 
lake of nitrates from Hula Valley 
peat, insecticides and sewage. 

Mayor M. Tzahar told the Min- 
ister that the settlements and lo- 
cal authorities around the lake 
were concerned by plans of water 
officials to change the lake level. 
This would cause serious damage to 
the shore, and he warned that the 
local authorities were preparing to 
take “drastic measures” to prevent 
an artficlal adjustment of the water 
level. 

Dr. Burg also toured Hatzor, and 
the township's problems were ex- 
plained to him by Mayor Shmuel 
Danino. Dr. Burg noted thet Ha- 
tzor’s economic and demographic 
difficulties had caused him deep con- 
cern and he was recommending a 
discussion by the Knesset's Interior 
Committee. 


Zanbar optimistic 
about economy

TEL AVIV, — An unbalanced na- 
tional budget would bring unemploy- 
ment within less than 10 months, 
Mr, Moshe Zanbar, Governor of the 
Bank of Israel, told the Rotary Club 
here yesterday. 

However, Mr. Zanbar said he was 
“fairly optimistic” about the pros- 
pects for the immediate future. 
“Two years ago the situation was 
much worse — we did not have 
the foreign currency to pay for 
the weapons we badly needed. To- 
day we are not worrled so much 
about foreign currency as about ba- 


lancing our budget im israeli 
pounds.”

ternational Jewry is the World 
Jewish Congress, presided over by 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann.) 

The claim for leadership of the 
Jewish community. came to the 
Zionist Organization by virtue of 
the fact that over 900,000 persons 
have signed their adherence to the 
Jerusalem Declaration. “No other 
Jewish organization anywhere can 
claim such world-wide support,” Mr. 
Pincus said. Also revolutionary was 
the fact that the delegates for the 
Congress were elected by free vote, 
Voting has already taken place in 19 
countries, with 2 “fairly good aver- 
age turnout.” While 65 per cent of 
the eligible voters cast their vote 
in Austria, the percentage was only 
17 in Mexico. In South Africa it 
was 55 per cent, in Italy 48, and in 
Brazil and Argentina 38. Elections 
will be held shortly in another six 
countries — The U.S. France, U.K., 
Ireland, New Zealand and Greece.

TEL AVIV. — Rehabilitation of 
Arab refugees should be carried out 
even before there is a Middle East 
Peace arrangement, Mr. Moshe Zan- 
bar, Governor of the Bank of Israel, 
Said here. 

He said that settlement of the 
refugees should form an essential 
part of any peaceful arrangement 
‘between Israel and the neighbour- 
ing countries, but the refugees 
should be absorbed among settled 
Population of their host countries. 

Tn an address at the ses- 
sion of the David Horowitz Insii- 
tute for the Research of Developing 
Countries at the Tel Aviv Univer- 
sity on Wednesday, he estimated 
the present number of refugees at 
somewhat ebove one miilion. Of 
these about 580,000 are stil] ‘camp 
dwellers, including close to 200,000 
in the Gaza Strip, and 73,000 in 
Judea and according to 
UN. figures. The numbers found in 
the census carried out by the Israeli 
authorities gave somewhat lower 
figures. 

Mr. Zanbar opposed the 
of individual compensation syed 
refugees, arguing that this would 
not help to alleviate their plight, as 
most of them bad never possessed 
substantial property. Instead, fin- 


ancing should be provided for deve- 
lopment projects which would help 
absorb them in productive econo- 
mic life. A region ready to absorb 
refugees would thus qualify for aid 
and economic growth from which 
pat the inhabitants would benefit, he 
said.

Ex-Netivei Neft men getting bail

TEL AVIV. — The two ex-Netivel 
Neft employees arrested earlier this 


week on suspicion of stealing equip- © 


ment from Netivei Neft and ob- 
taining equipment from the Defence 
Ministry on false pretences, are to 
be released on bail today under 
a Tel Aviv District Court ruling. 
The District Court yesterday up- 
held the two men’s appeal against 
their remand in custody by a ma- 
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gistrate on Tuesday, and ordered 
that they be freed at midday to- 
day on 1110,000 bail each. 

The two, Daniel Kimche and 
Shmuel Hertzfeld, are now senior 
executives of Magal, a Government 
firm which controls the Zohar na- 
tural gas fields. The police charge 
that they stole compressors, cranes 
and bulldozers from Netivei Neft 
and sold them, and also that they 
obtained heavy equipment from the 
Defence Ministry at cheap prices on 
the pretence that it was intended 
for Magali — whereas in fact they 
disposed of it themselves. Kimche 
and Hartzfeld deny all the allega- 
tions, 


The District Court allowed their 
appeal against custody on the 
grounds that, if they intended to 
influence key witnesses in the Neti- 
vel Neft affair, they had had ample 
time to do so before thelr arrest — 
since the affair has been in the 
headlines for many weeka. 

Kimehe was bailed out by his 
brother, Mr. Avraham Kimche, of 
Beersheba, and Hartzfeld by Mr. 
Yisrael Ben-Ze’ev, of Hilat.

Planned pathology 


meeting cancelled

The meeting that should have 
taken place yesterday between the 
Ministers of Health and Police, re- 
presentatives of the Pathology So- 
ciety, and Mr, Avraham Werdiger, 
M.K. was suddenly cancelled yes- 
terday afternoon. 

According to sources close to 
Police Minister Shlomo Hillel, 
Health Minister Victor Shemtov 
phoned. yesterday afternoon to say 
that he could. not particizate. 

The Police Ministry could give no 
reason for this but Mr. Meir Mo- 
har, the head of Mr. Shemtov's bu- 
reau, told The Jerusalem Post, “It 
was cancelled for technical reasons.” 
No new date had been fixed for the 
meeting, Mr. Mohar said, though 
Mr. Shemtov will be meeting re- 
presentatives of the “Human Dig- 
nity committee™ next week. 

Asked why no new date had been 
set for yesterday's scheduled meeting, 
Mr. Mohar said, “It's dificult.” He 
would not comment on a suggestion 
that it was the Minister of Police 
who was responsible for cancelling 
the meeting. 

According to medical circles in 
Tel Aviv, it was indeed the Min- 
ister of Police who called off the 
meeting, since he realized it would 
put him in the strange position of 
mediating between the pathologists 
and persons who are violating the 
law. It would also strengthen the 
impression that the police have 
been ineffective in apprehending 
those behind the terror campaign. 

There was no more information 


yesterday from the police in con- 
nection with further arrests of per- 
sons suspected of harassment of 
pathologists. 

Police in Jerusalem yesterday 
were still holding seven of the 11 
persons arrested during rioting by 
hundreds of Orthodox demonstrators 
on Wednesday night in the Mea 
Shearim area 

The riots, which lasted for four 
hours, ended at 1 am. after per- 
jodie charges by helmeted police. 
The demonstrators bad taken to 
the street after rumours spread that 
an autopsy was to be performed on 
ἃ woman who had died at Shaare 
Zedek Hospital The woman had 
been brought to the hospital seve- 
ral days earlier after a reported 
suicide atempt “Involving medica- 


tions. The police spokesman said“ 


yesterday that there had been πὸ 
autopsy. 

In Haifa, about a 100 students 
of the Abba Khoushy Medical School 
demonstrated yesterday afternoon 
against the anti-pathologist cam- 
paign. Wearing their white gowns, 
they assembled at the Beit Hak- 
ranot, in the centre of Hadar Ha- 
carmel carrying posters and distri- 
buting leaflets to passers-by. 

They explained that there could 
be πὸ proper medical treatment 
without pathology and that “every 
doctor is a pathologist." They called 
on the Premier, the Minister of 
Health, the police and the public 
to denounce illegal actions, even by 
pathologists, in overstepping the le- 
gal limitations on autopsies. 


Patriarch, Archbishop 
visit Santa Katerina

The Greek Orthodox Patriarch 
of Jerusalem, Benedictos I, and the 
Archbishop of Sinal, Gregorlos ΤΙ, 
yesterday visited the monastery of 
Santa Katerina and heard about 
the damage caused by Tuesday's 
fire there, 


They agreed with Tat-Aluf Shlo- 
mo Gazit, army coordinator for the 
administered territories, on mea- 
sures to be taken by the architect 
employed by the Greek Patriarch 
and the army engineers to restore 
the gutted parts of the monastery. 
Accompanying the visitors was the 
secretary to the Greek Patriarch of 
Jerusalem, Archbishop Basilios, and 
the Greek Consul-General in Jeru- 
salem, Mr. Tesionis. 


Patriarch Benedictos and Arch- 
bishop Gregorios praised the help 
the army gave, which had saved 
the monastery from destruction. 
They sent a special message of 
thanks to Defence Minister Moshe 
Dayan. They also said that they 
will ask UNESCO, the International 
Red Cross and the World Union 
of Christian Churches to send ob- 
Servers to Santa Katerina and see 
the true picture, to contradict “ma- 
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licious rumours spread by Cairo.” 

Meanwhile, the Abbot of the 
monastery, Father Dionysius, has 
estimated the damage caused by 
Tuesday's fire at I1200,000. He 
told a team of experts investi- 
gating the blaze that works of art 
and ceremonial objects were des~ 
troyed, ag were quantities of U.S.
